As to claims 1-7 and 13-18, patentability resides, at least in part, in the 

combination of: a computer-implemented method for generating a set of technology files 
pertaining to fabricating semiconductor devices, identifying a technology, creating a first 
set of virtual technology files pertaining to the first technology, identifying a second set 
of virtual technology files pertaining a second technology, wherein the second set linked 
to a predetermined set of actual files in a document repository, copying links of the 
second set to generate corresponding links for a first subset of virtual technology, 
approving the first set of the virtual technology files to make it effective for implementing 
the first technology, in further combination with the other limitations of the base claims. 
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As to claims 8-12, patentability resides in a component based semiconductor 
fabrication process information management system for the method of claims 1-7 and 
13-18.
